Rome Raked 
By Violence 
During Night 


Pattern Much 
Like France 
Is Reported 


ROME (AP) — The streets of 
Rome 
were 
littered 
with 
charred aufcomobites, shattered 
glass and dried blood today in 
an echo of the chaos that has 
rocked France. 
The disorder here began with 
student seizure of the University 
of Rome Friday and swelled 
into a major street riot in which 
demonstrators, mainly students 
battled helmeted police with 
clubs and makeshift fire bombs. 
The riot was confined to a 
small section near the French 
Embassy and was quelled in lit­ 
tle more than an hour, but it 
-^touched off fears for more of the 
I same as leftists in Rome fol­ 
lowed the pattern of the rebel­ 
lion in France. 
The students who occupied the 
university put up a poster at the 
main entrance reading: "Rome 
Jke Paris.” 
The 
massive demonstration 
outside the French Embassy, 
which included burning Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle in effigy, 
was spurred by the powerful 
Italian Communist party and by 
pro-Communist Socialists. 
The Rome upheaval came as 
Italy functioned under a lame 
duck government after parlia­ 
mentary 
e l e c t i on s which 
strengthened the Communists 
and weakened the Socialists. 
The Socialists were divided on 
whether to bolt the Center-Left 
roalition 
with 
the 
Christian 
Democrats. Some Socialists sadd 
the- coalition had robbed the 
party of its progressive image. 
Moderate party members said a 
pullout couid play into Commu­ 
nist hands and lead to the kind 
of crisis now convulsing France 
Scores of persons were in­ 
jured when police and demon­ 
strators battled with clubs and 
fists in front of the beautiful 
16th century French Embassy 
building and in streets around 
the quaint Campo dei Fiori— 
Field of the Flowers —fruit mar­ 
ket. Only a handful of those tak­ 
en into custody were charged 
immediately, however. They in­ 
cluded three students and a 
tradesman. 
The rally had started as a 
gathering of a few hundred 
workers. 
About 5,000 youths quickly 
took it over and marched on the 
French Embassy, where Italian 
police were waiting.

Possible Change 
In Hanoi Tactics 
Thought Possible 


TOKYO (AP) — North Viet­ 
nam announced today that Le 
Due Tho, its new special adviser 
to Xuan Thuy for the peace 
talks in Paris, left Hanoi FYiday 
for the French capital. 
Tho, 57, was described In the 
broadcast by Hanoi’s Vietnam 
News Agency as a veteran Com­ 
munist "with ardent patriotism 
and deep hatred for the imperi­ 
alists and feudalists.” It said he 
was a member of the ruling pol- 
itburo of the Communist party 
Central Committee. He began 
his revolutionary career in 1928 
and joined the Indochinese par­ 
ty the next year. 
The sending of Tho was seen 
in Paris as indicating a possible 
shift in Hanoi’s bargaining tac- 
ics. But what kind of a shift was 
not known. 
The VNA account said Tho 
had been arrested twice and 
sentenced to hard labor by "the 
imperalists” during his 40 years 
of revolutionary activity. 
Despite Tho’s reputation as an 
uncompromising 
opponent 
of 
the West, his choice could mean 
that Hanoi anticipates 
a speed­ 
ing up of the talks and a possi­ 
ble move to discuss the situation 
in South Vietnam. 
Tho’s greater authority as a 
member of the Politburo, close 
to 
President Ho 
Chi 
Minh, 
means that the chief delegate, 
Xuan Thuy, presumably can 
now act on most questions after 
consulting with Tho rather than 
having to wait for advice from 
Hanoi. 
The official biography indi­ 
cates that Tho is an expert on 
South Vietnamese affairs, hav­ 
ing served as deputy secretary 
of the Central Committee’s Bu­ 
reau for South Vietnam during 
the war against the French 
which ended in 19 54. 
The questions 
about Tho’s 
mission which interest U.S. offi­ 
cials here are whether he is 
bringing any new instructions to 
Thuy on new maneuvers by the 
North Vietnamese in the confer­ 
ence.

Pattern Much 
Like France 
Is Reported 


ROME (AP) — The streets of 
Rome 
were 
littered 
with 
charred automobiles, shattered 
glass and dried blood today in 
an echo of the chaos that has 
rocked France. 
Tile disorder here began with 
student seizure of the University 
of Rome Friday and swelled 
into a m ajor street riot in which 
demonstrators, mainly students 
battled

clubs and makeshift fire bombs. 
The riot was confined to a 
small section near the French 
Em bassy and was quelled in lit­ 
tle more than am hour, but it

The Rome upheaval came as

The Socialists were divided on

Is this the year you try a 
family camping holiday? If so, 
you’re in good company as 
camping is becoming America’s 
most popular kind of vacation. 
For women who think that 
camping 
might 
involve 
the 
usual amount of housework with 
fewer automatic conveniences, 
the Cleanliness Bureau offers a 
few encouraging tips. Camp- 
keeping can be lots easter and 
lots 
more 
fun 
than 
house­ 
keeping if you pack lightty, 
assign regular chores to the 
youngsters, and keep clean-up 
routines as simple as possible. 
Basic cleanliness equipment 
consists of a towel, washcloth, 
and bar of soap for each 
member of the family, two 
good-sized buckets, a plastic 
container of your favorite all­ 
purpose 
soap 
or 
detergent, 
dishtowels, and a sponge. You 
may add scouring pads, though 
old-time prospectors traditional­ 
ly used sand to restore a gleam 
tog shine to their pans. Worth 
considering is an electric gadget 
which attaches to a faucet to 
produce hot-water — a great 
convenience if you stay for 
several days at a camp site 
equipped with running water 
and electric outlets. 
A 
two-compartment 
plastic 
bucket looks like a convenience, 
but experienced hands prefer to 
use separate buckets — one of 
metal so it may be used to 
heat water over the camp site. 
Fill one with sudsy water, the 
other with clean rinse water 
and use them 
for washing 
dishes, clothing, and people.

CAMPERS like to use paper 
plates and cups at times, but 
flatware and cooking utensils 
still need careful washing. Wash 
glasses, 
cups, flatware, and 
tightly 
soiled 
items 
first, 
working up to that heavily soiled 
or greasy pots and pans at the 
end. 
Charcoal grilling is an im­ 
portant part of camp cooking, 
and grills should be cleaned at 
regularly as any utensil. There 
are 
varied

available, 
ranging from simple wire gilds

Whichever style you select, oil 
it before each use to discourage 
sticking, and tot it soak in hot 
suds before scrubbing.

This disease 
often appears ait this time in 
locations where air circulation 
may be poor — under large 
trees, along hedges and close 
to buildings. 
Powdery mildew is not too 
serious early In the season, but 
may become serious enough in 
late August and September to 
warrant control measures, says 
R. E. Partyka, plaint pathologist 
at the Ohio State University. 
Grass heavily 
infected with 
powdery mildew often turns 
yellow in color and may be 
weakened 
sufficiently 
so 
it 
winter kills more readily. 
Improving 
air 
circulation 
helps keep powdery mildew to 
a minimum. This may not be 
possible if plant material is 
used for screen purposes. In 
such cases it will be necessary 
to apply protective fungicides to 
control the disease. 
Sulfur can be used at regular 
intervals as a dust or wettable 
spray using two tablespoonfuls 
per gallon of water. Another 
material, dtoocap (Karathane 
Mildex), 
can 
be 
used 
to 
irradiate the disease. Two to 
three 
applications 
at 10-day 
intervals of one level tablespoon 
in five gallons of water per 
10000 square feet of lawn is 
recommended. B l u e g r a s s , 
esp ecially Merlon bluegrass, is 
very susceptible to powdery 
mildew. If these grasses arc 
used in the turf and powdery 
m i l d e w 
develops, 
control 
measures should be considered, 
credited to dry weather. 
In many cases throughout the 
state the damage was caused 
by potato leafhopper, reports B. 
D . 
Blair, 
Extension 
En­ 
tomologist at The Ohio State 
U n i v e r s i t y . Insecticide ap­ 
plications to control this pest 


are relatively inexpensive and 
frequently increase yields by 50 
per cent or more. Investment 
iin a control program is indeed 
worthwhile, says the specialist. 
Potato leafhopper adults are 
winged, 
pale-green, 
wedged- 
shaped insects about W inch 
long. Each year toe adults are 
carried into Ohio by winds 
originating in the Gulf States, 
where the leafhoppers breed 
continuously. Thts Insect is not 
known to overwinter in Ohio. 
The adults arrive about the 
time the first crop is being 
harvested. 
Both 
adults 
and 
nymphs 
pierce the leave* and veins and 
suck out plant sap. They ure 
most commonly seen on the 
undersides of the leaves. In the 
p r o c e s s 
of 
feeding, 
the 
leafhoppers i n j e c t salivary 
substances into the plant much 
the same as a mosquito does 
when it feeds. Hie presence of 
these substances in toe sap 
causes plugging of the plant's 
conductive system. The plant’s 
response to this plugging is a 
milch reduced rate of growth 
and appearance if yellow, red, 
pink, or purple pigments in the 
leaves. 
Yellow 
“streaking” 
beginning in the midrib end 
extending to the leaf margin in 
a V-shape is also a common 
symptom.

a preventive rather than a cure. 


Don’t wait until yellowing oc­ 
curs. Spray to prevent this, 
Blair advises. 
Buy or construct an insect 
sweep net with the loop about 
15 inches in diameter. Swing the 
net loop across the plant tops 
in a similar manner as one 
would use a broom, or the way 
in which the pendulum of a 
clock swings. 
Cheek the second, third, and 
fourth cuttings by sweeping in 
front of yourself 20 to 25 times. 
Take a stride or two between 
sweeps and check three or four 
different areas of the field. 
Finally, turn the net hag inside 
out to make a quick estimate 
of the insect pests.

when one leafhopper per net 
sweep is collected.

It has been 13 years since the second 
Hoover Commission made the last 
meaningful 
study of the executive 
branch of the U.S. federal government. 
Oceans of tax dollars have gone over 
the dam since then, and the executive 
branch has undergone a population 
explosion which would shame even 
China. 
-There can no be doubt the Washington 
behemoth is due for another thorough 
scrutiny. This is what the 63 senators 
are saying who have joined to urge 
the formation of a blue-ribbon com­ 
mission to study the executive depart­ 
ments from top to bottom. 
While the language used by most of 
these senators to describe their concern 
is mild — one said he wanted to see 
if the branch was “capable of serving 
the needs of the American people in 
these changing times and in the years 
ahead” — they are all concerned that 
mushrooming 
bureaucracy may 
be 
creating enormous waste and actually 
slowing the vital functions of govern­ 
or) ent. 
Numerous examples of duplication 
exist in the present structure of the 
federal government. Eighteen agencies 


are involved in programs to improve 
environment, 
eight 
cabinet 
depart­ 
ments and at least 12 other agencies 
administer federal health programs. At 
latest count 33 agencies were involved 
in various consumer protection ac­ 
tivities, and nine departments and 
agencies currently are involved in more 
than 1,000 pollution projects at 192 in­ 
stallations. 
Ten cabinet departments, excluding 
only Post Office and Transportation, 
have joined 15 other agencies to involve 
themselves in education. Twenty-seven 
agencies are looking after utilities in 
one way or another, 20 are involved 
in transportation projects, 28 are in­ 
tertwined in recreational activities, and 
there are at least 35 separate federal 
housing programs. 
Whatever value there is in any of 
these programs is being diluted by too 
many hands in the pot. It has become 
common-place in some industries for 
different bureaus to issue conflicting 
instructions, opinions and regulations 
for those they deal with to follow. 
The federal structure is badly in need 
ot a thorough management study, and 
the sooner the better.

Diet for the control of over­ 
weight alone would seem to be 
the major reason for its study. 
In reality, variations of diet 
have been part of a 
huge 
research program,, in an effort 
to 
find 
the 
relationship 
of 
obesity with certain diseases. 
A very carefully controlled 
scientific project has been going 
on for seven years and is known 
as National Diet-Heart Study. 
Its main purpose is to learn 
the relationship between diet 
and 
some 
aspects of heart 
disease. About fifteen hundred 
men between the ages of 40 and 
59 are kept on a low fat diet 
in an effort to reduce the 
amount of cholesterol in the 
blood. There is now sufficient 
grounds for enthusiasm because 
of the reduction of heart attacks 
in young men, to continue the 
study on a much larger scale. 
The purpose of the study is to 
settle any question about the 
value of low' fat diets and low 
cholesterol in the blood, as a 


preventative against coronary 
heart disease.

developed a 
special diet of 
spaghetti, lasagna, and fettucini 
for patients with chronic kidney 
disease. The last reports are 
that

Psoriasis is a chronic skin 
condition whose cause is yet 
unknown. There are a variety 
of kinds. The most common one 
has grayish white scales over 
the elbows and knees and on 
other parts of the body. T h i s 
skin condition is a nuisance 
because of its unsightly ap­ 
pearance and because so little 
can be done about it. 
Last year a group of patients 
with psoriasis were given a diet 
that consisted of liberal 
por­ 
tions of white turkey meat twice 
a day. This is one of the diets 
being studied for a possible 
relationship with this annoying 
condition. 
A high percentage of these 
patients with psoriasis seemed 
to feel better and their dry 
scaly patches cleared away in 
a matter of a few w’eeks. The 
meaning of tile 
relationship 
between white turkey meat and 
the cure of psoriasis is still a 
matter of guesswork, but it 
most certainly will be pursued. 
During warm weather and when 
skin is exposed to sunlight, 
psoriasis will, of its own accord, 
tend to get better. ’The question 
now to be answered is did these 
patients spontaneously get well, 
or was there a real relationship 
between their temporary cure 
and their turkey diet? 
Another intensive study of 
d i e t s 
is 
concentrated 
on 
deficiences in the amount of 
zinc they contain, because 
of 
the possible relationship bet­ 
ween 
such 
a 
diet 
and 
rheumatoid arthritis. The ob­ 
servation has been made that 
when chickens were fed diets 
deficient in zinc, they developed 
changes in the joints resembling 
arthritis. This lead will, of 
course, be followed with intense 
interest 
by 
all 
scientists 
working on 
the origin and 
control of arthritis. 
Modem civilization, with all 
its wealth and apparent good 
nutrition, may yet be shown to 
be 
surviving on 
inadequate 
diets, 
responsible 
for 
many 
types of illness.

“nifty” bungalows that were 
stretching out toward the farm­ 
lands in Cal Coolidge’s time. 
In the Thirties there was fiction

much, 
but 
they 
w e r e n ’t 
racists. 
As 
the 
economic hurricane began to 
blow, I don’t know how many 
romantic books were written to 
extol the lucky fellow who had 
an “enchanted acre” on which 
to raise his own vegetables. And 
I recall driving through New 
York’s Harlem on my way to 
the Boston Post Road for a 
week-end at my own suburban 
retreat with no thought that I 
was hurting a single 
Negro. 
Harlem then wras not a par­ 
ticularly 
bad piece of real 
estate; the slums through which 
I 
periodically 
moved 
in 
downtown Manhattan in quest 
of news for the New York 
Times were far more sodden 
and sleazy. 
The truth is that the whites 
emptied many of those inner 
city dwellings long before the 
Negro migration from the states 
of the Old Confederacy to the 
North and Middle West started 
to roll up in any volume. With 
money in their bank balances 
as America became prosperous 
in the Twenties, and the whites 
were 
simply 
using 
common 
sense (plus the automobile) in 
deserting the inner city. The so­ 
called ghettos decayed because 
nobody thought it worth-while 
to keep them up. When the 
Negroes began to come North, 
they found that the Lord of the 
Psalms had not prepared 
a 
table 
before 
them 
in 
the 
presence of their enemies. 
They just found empty or 
partly empty buildings. But this 
was not the fault of the whites; 
it was simply an accident of 
history. If there was any human 
agent to blame, it was the men 
who invented the mechanical 
cotton picker. But even they, 
if memory serves, wanted the 
royalties from the machine to 
go to help solve problems of 
f a r m 
displacement. 
The 
royalties, as it turned out, were 
hardly equal to the task. 
Politicians normally don’t like 
to stick their necks out to keep 
history straight in this matter 
of flight from the city for fear 


of offending the urban voter.

Representative from the town 
of Greenwich, Lowell Whicker, 
who 
aspires

minded politician, says Weicker,

In their bankruptcy of 
imagination,

politicians 
are pitting the city dweller 
against the suburbanite.” 
The cure for the situation, 
says Lowell Weicker, is not to

do some orderly planning to 
remove blight from the cities.

renewal, so Weicker continues, 
the city administrations wiped 
out blocks of low and middle 
income housing and did nothing
